COLUMBUS, Sept. 21 — (UP) 


— Fraud, illegal diversion and 
waste of poor relief funds in Law- 
rence county during the 16-month 
period ended last April 1 were 
charged in an audit report filed 
today with State Auditor Joseph 
T. Ferguson by State Examiner W. 
H. Rowland and Assistant Exam- 
iner F. A. Smith. 


Central figures in a recent state 


investigation and trial of persons 
to whom the alleged irregularities 
were attributed, were named in 
the report here. Connected with 
the alleged shortages by the exam- 
iners were a number of county, 
township 
and 
school 
officials, 


among them County Auditor Pearl 
A. Pratt and Former Deputy Audi- 
tor Dan C. Rapp, against both of 
whom large findings for recovery 
are made in the report. The short- 
age as a whole was placed at $11.- 
304.68 by the examiners. 


Irregularities Charged 


Chief irregularities charged in 


the report involve the purchase of 
milk for distribution among indi- 
gent school children, the alleged 
use of poor relief orders to "buy" 
votes before the 1936 primary and 
regular elections, and the illegal 
purchase of supplies for relief pur- 
poses from concerns in which offi- 
cials were financially interested. 


"False and fraudulent" bills, ac- 


cording to the report, were sub- 
mitted and paid for 
milk pur- 


chased from the Sanitary Milk Co., 
with the direct 
implication that 


Former Deputy Auditor Rapp re- 
ceived one-half tcentiion each balf- 
pint bought from this company. 


The company sold plain milk for 


three cents a small 
bottle and 


chocolate milk for 3U cents, but 
the relief bureau paid one-half 
cent more per bottle on warrants 
which were cashed by Rapp, who 
then, according to the examiners, 
paid the company the usual price. 


The report also charged that re- 


lief records show a payment of 
$554.20 to this company in March 
1936, purportedly for milk 
for 


flood sufferers, but that the com- 
pany's records show that NO milk 
was furnished for that purpose and 
no receipt was found for the pur- 
ported payment. 


The examiners made a finding 


for recovery against Rapp and the 
dairy for $1,453.15 representing the 
alleged over-payments made from 
relief funds, on the basis of their 
discoveries. 


Contract Secret 


Another finding for $5,130.87 


was made against the Walnut 
Grove Dairy and Rapp, manager 
of the company, on the 
ground 


that a contract with that company 
was illegal because of his connec- 
tion with the concern. The report 
also alleged that payments totaling 
$3,095.37 were made this concern 
during three months in 1936 for 
milk for the schools, when all the 
milk furnished for that purpose 
was delivered by the Sanitary Milk 
Co. 
The bills paid during that 


period, according to the report, 
were "false and fraudulent." 


The report also charged that 


County Auditor Pratt was "active- 
ly interested in the management 
and financial transactions" of the 
Taylor Coal Co., from which fuel 
was purchased for relief clients. 
and made a finding against Pratt 
and the company for $971.16 rep- 
resenting purchases that were in 
violation of law. 


Criticizing the entire handling of 


relief in the county, the 
report 


charged that -the commissioners 
apparently were not interested in 
economy, records were improperly 
and inaccurately kept, and that 
many necessary records were miss- 
ing. 
Vouchers totaling $14,749 for 


clothes, groceries and fuel, it as- 
serted, were 
missing from 
the 


county anditor'n office, alleged to 
have disappeared during the 19."57 
Ohio river flood.

Fill in the 


bare spots and remember 
that 


there are a lot of annual grasses 
in your lawn now that will freeze 
out and if you get bluegrass sown 
now, 
it will get established before 


the heat of next Summer. 


Move perennials now and 
they 


will get their roots started so that 
they are less apt to be .lifted by 
frost during the Winter and early 
next Spring. Peonies can still be 
divided and planted and remem- 
ber not to plant them deep; be 
sure the crowns are not more 
than 
an 
inch below the soil. 


Peonies moved now may 
not 


bloom next Spring, but they will 
give an abundance of bloom fol- 
lowing Spring. 
In dividing them 


cut the tubers so as to give from 
three to five eyes to the clump. 


It is al! right to mulch peren- 


nials, but do not use leaves for 
they are apt to kill your plants 
if we have a wet Winter since 
they then cut off all air and light 
to the plants. Use straw or well 
rotted manure. Peat is probably 
the best mulch since it does not 
pack and contains no 
noxious 


weeds. 


Evergreens can well be planted 


now and Fall planting is superior 
to Spring planting, however draw 
the deadline at about the first 
of November on evergreens for 
before the ground starts to freeze, 
they should become established 
Deciduous trees and shrubs can 
be moved as soon as they have 
become dormant and have lost 
their leaves. 


If 
you dug your bulbs last 


Spring; plant them now. 
Tulips 


and narcissus should be dug in 
the Spring and divided and then 
planted in the Fall. 
This should 


be done every three or four years, 
as soon aa they form clusters. A 
good rule to follow is to plant 
them deep. 
Many bulbs can be 


planted deep enough so that they 
need not be disturbed when plant- 
ing annuals like geraniums or 
other bedding flowers. Plant cro- 
cus, 
tulips, hyacinths, narcissus 


etc. now.

F. Kruse, Columbus, chairman of 
the state committee said today. 


Kruse and J. W. Wutchet, of 


Ohio State University, 
just 
re- 


turned from a conference of farm 
leaders with Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Henry A. Wallace and Agri- 
cultural Adjustment Administra- 
tion officials in Washing-ton where 
the features of the 1938 farm act 
were outlined. 


Goals Established 


National, state, county and in- 


dividual farms goals will be estab- 
lished for soil depleting and soil 
conserving crops 
and 
practices, 


Kruse said, and payments will be 
made for 
attainment 
of 
these 


goals. 


Maximum payments will b« cal- 


j culated in advance of the farm 
year, Kruse explained, to promote 
"a greater degree of performance." 


A goal for potatoes will be as- 


signed to designated areas should 
two-thirds of the potato growers 
vote for the goal in a referendum 
to be held before Oct. 2. 


Of the soil depleting acreage In 


the North Central region, nearly 
60,000,000 acres are devoted to 
corn production, Kruse said. 


Kruse explained that the present 


acreage in the North Central Reg- 
ion of soil depleting crops—crops 
that reduce the fertility of the 
soil—is much higher than the 130,- 
000,000 acre figure set under the 
1938 program. He said it would 
probably be "some years" before 
the acreage can be reduced to the 
present goal. 


Payments Listed 


Payments in this region will in- 


clude the following: $1.50 per acre 
for each acre in the general soil 
depleting goal; 10 cents per bushel 
of the normal yield per acre of 
corn for each acre in the goal and 
two cents per bushel for cotton.

*"* made in a letter to the editor, here is 
the most unexpected — and perhaps the 
most sensible : "When a car is passing you, 
take your foot off the gase.

MYSTERY SHROUDS INQUIRY 


WASHINGTON — Few recent political 


incidents have been surrounded with 


more mystery than the expose of Justice 
Black's Ku Klux Klan affiliations. 


There is, first of all, the mystery of how 


R. P. Day, the Klansman who supplied 
some of the affidavits 
exposing Black, 


should have fallen under a train just aft- 
er the expose was published. 


Second there is the mystery of who went 


to the trouble to dig up the details regard- 
ing Black. 


The first mystery is being investigated 


by Alabama authorities. Whether Day died 
an accidental death or was pushed under 
the train may never be cleared up. 


The second mystery seems to have been 


partially solved by Administration sleuths, 
who say that a private detective bureau, 
operated by Frank Prince, of Fifth Ave- 
nue, New York, took the initiative in inves- 
tigating Black and turned the results'over 
to The Pittsburgh Post-Gazette. 


Prince is a former Hearst newspaper- 


man who has worked for various big cor- 
porations. Who paid him to expose Black 
is not known definitely. However, he has 
been employed recently by Republic Steel, 
and it may be that this corporation, one of 
the most anti-labor concerns in the coun- 
try, was anxious to keep a pro-labor Jus- 
tice from taking the bench. 


Prince is now engaged in another inves-

filed a motion Monday in common 
pleas court seeking a new trial 
following a verdict for $5,666.66 re- 
turned against the company Sat- 
urday night in favor of Mrs. Asa 
Elsea, Washington township. The 
suit resulted from the death of Mr. 
Elsea in an auto and truck wreck 
on Route 23, March 13, 1936. 


The attorneys ask the court for 


an order setting aside the verdict 
of the jury alleging eleven errors. 
They claim the verdict is against 
the weight of the evidence, the ver- 
dict is contrary to law, the verdict 
i3 not supported by any evidence, 
the court admitted evidence offer- 
ed by the plaintiff to which the 
defendant objected, the court re- 
jected evidence offered by the de- 
fendant to which the defendant ob- 
jected, the court erred in the gen- 
eral charge to the jury, the court 
erred in giving to the jury before 
argument certain special charges 
by the plaintiff, the court erred 
in overruling the motion made by 
the defendant at the close of the 
plaintiffs' testimony to direct the 
jury to return a verdict in its fav- 
or, the court erred in overruling 
the motion made by the defendant 
at the close of all the testimony in 
the case to direct the jury to re- 
turn a verdict in its favor, plain- 
tiff's counsel were guilty of mis- 
conduct in the argument of the 
case to the jury, and for other er- 
rors occurring during the trial.
